torney ofthe northern district of Georgia, wasa 
democrat in congress who voted with the republi- 
caps on some propositions, particularly those 
guardivg the protected manufacturing interests 
of the country. Calling upon him in his office iy 
the United States building I obtained from hima 
frank statement, the substance of which I 
repeat. He said: “I have heard of ne 
acts of murder or violence im 
the late election, nor have I heard of any attempt 
to interfere with the right of the negroes to vote, 
Il know the people of this state and I do not believe 
they desire to wrong the colored man in any way, 
If there had been any acts of violence I should 
have heard of them as the prosecuting ofiicer of 
the government. None have been broughtd~o my 
attention either officially or unofficially. As @ 
protectionist, 1 feared the democratic platiorm 
and candidates, but I do not believe that thé elec. 
tion of Cleveland and the success of the demo- 
cratic party is a menace to the rights of the 
negroes. On the contrary, you may rest assvred 
thet the assurances of Senators Colqnitt and 
Krown to the meeting of the colored men heid Last 
night are siuecere, aud they fairly represent the 
Gesire and purpose of the great body of our citi- 
zens,’ 

Mr. Speer tried the Georgia kuklux cases, w hich 
resulted in the couviction, by a jury composed 
mainiy of white wea, of several-persecniors of 
negroes, and be belic ves that these convictions had 
a wholesome effect in restraining any disposition 
which mignt have been: felt among the ruder 
whites to interfere with tve colored citizens. 

Mr. W. A. Piedger, a colored man, and the chair- 
man of the republican state committee, is sur- 
veyor of customs at Atiauta. He could give no 
explicit instance of violénce. He had heard of 
no murder, and did not velieve that the necroes 
were in danger of a return to slavery or ofan 
curtailmeut of their riguts following democratie 
success. With considerate treatmeut, he -be- 
lieved the democrats would be able to divide the 
negro yuote, the solidity of which he regarded ag 
uuiliortunate for both whites and blacks. Tbe vo- 
ting population of Georgia is 140,000 whites and 
03.000 biacks. Itwas ported out to Mr. Piedger 
that only 95,000 whites aud 45,000 biacks had voted. 
He admitted that miany of the negrves had not 
registered or paid their taxes, and said that their 
incifierence was accuunted for partly by the in- 
difierence of the democrats, whose vote fell off 
about 50.000
